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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the invention of claims - 
10 and 15-22, including, inter-alia, a method of treating sleep disordered breathing 
comprising determining if an arousal index is high by monitoring a flow rate over a 
sequence of breaths and determining if the sequence is followed by a large breath, in 
combination with all other limitations in the claims. 

As discussed in previous Office Actions, Stahmann (US 2005/01 15561) discloses 
a similar method but does not monitor flow rates and identify breaths. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
